Haw Mach Does the State Produce— 
Who Ships It, and From Where? 


Very few. of the Gurt reader 
have an idea of the m umber of beet 
cattle which are shipped annual 
from Nevada to San Francisco, A 
late writer in the Bulletin says that a 
least two-thirds of the cattle used ih 
the Ban Francisco market come fron 
Nevala. It is estimated that th 
number of cattle grazing in Nevad.

They have not been troubled 
greatly by the diseases which have 
geen prevalent io other places, although 
he black-leg caused considerable 
loss since it made its appearance in 
79. Every indicativo this season 
points towards abundant water aod 
zood feed, which will no doubt mate- 
rially increase cattle

luring the next season. The cattle of 
Nevada destined fur the California 
market are nearly always «driven to 
the Central Pacific Railroad for ship- 
ment. Odaly about 5,000 head, vn an 
werage, are anounsily driven across 
the Sierra, through Lusen Pass, to 
the Sacramento Vailey, there to be 
fattened fur market. The drives in 
Nevada are not verrtong, one of the 
lonzest being froa Orga to Reao — 

from 39) to 490 miles, aul thousands 
of cattle are anovuilly driven to the 

neaxlows in the vicinity of Reno to 
prepare for the San Francisco market. 

Che cost of shipment from Reno to 
San Franci-co is 890 a carload; from 
Tacom., in the extreme exsteru part 
of the State, itis 6121. The Central 

Pacific Railrowd Company has, in 
great part, created the cattle busivess 
of Nevada, by furnishing speedy trans- 
port of the beeves to a market that 
would, without the railruvad, be inac- 

cessible for half the year. It has 
also given the farmers vf the fertile 
valley of the Truckee u home market 
for their hay — the facilities of trans- 
portation from Reno inducing cattle 
men to drive their stock here to feed, 
and also enabling Nevada to alwost 
supply the San Francisco market from 
September to My. Wioanemucca has 
been the priucipsal cattle-shipping 
point in Nevada; Rene, Halleck, 
Wells, aad Iron Paint coming next 
in the order stated. The annual 
shipment of cattle from Nevada to the 
bay is about 73,000 head, an average 
of 200 per day, and Mr. Brooks, who 
has bought many thousand of Nevada 
cattle,extimates the average weight of 
a Nevada beef at 1,100 pounds, taking 
the average of all the shipments, 
which include many cows and two- 
year olds, :
